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NOTES FOR SMALL LIBRARIES 


We are sometimes asked why some beautiful book, expensive perhaps 
if money only is considered, is put on the small library list. The other 
day the living answer to that question walked into our office. She is a 
young woman, sensitive to beauty, who has had training in one of our 
best women’s colleges and a degree from one of our best universities. 

We were reading aloud an anecdote from that new life of George 
Inness. Our Living Answer listened, her face lighting with appreciation 
and then said, “Who is George Inness? I never heard of him.” De- 
lightful candor, but think what she has missed in not knowing and loving 
the work of one of our few men of genius! 

Now her public library cannot be responsible for that lack in her educa- 
tion nor can it be responsible for the creation of a love of art in the 
people, but it can be responsible for buying to the limit of its resources, 
all books which foster the love of art inherent in us all. It means just 
one more chance for our young people to know what the great men have 
done and are doing. 

If your library funds are so limited that you cannot buy books which 
show the work of the great artists of the world, at least you can know 
about them and check them for possible future purchase or gift. Often if 
the librarian has a pet list of books specially wanted she can persuade 
individuals or clubs to make a special donation. This is the reason for 
their inclusion in the small library list. 


Poetry (printed at 543 Cass street, Chicago, price, $2 a year) is now 
completing its fifth year. Those of you who have subscribed to it as 
individuals or for your libraries know what a valiant work it has done 
in championing the cause of our poets who are trying to express life 
today in terms of the truth which is beauty. 

The very small library is not able to spend much of its income for 
poetry, but even the very small community has some people who are 
alive to the currents of modern thought so that they wish to know who 
are the poets of today. These modern poets are represented in Poetry. 

If you cannot buy their individual works you can at least subscribe 
to Poetry and have something to answer inquiries about them. 

Let us have the old poetry and let us have the new poetry too, at least 
enough of it so that we can make comparisons.
